LOCAL NEWS. 


The lIron-Workers’ Strike 
Patched Up. 


The Men at the Baker Iron Works Re- 
sume This Morning. 

The United States Grand Jury is Par- 
tially Heard From. 


President of Council Breed on the Police Propo- 
sition—Death of Eddie Smith—A Young 
Girl's Ruin Traced to the Sal- 
vation Army. 


The differences between the Baker Iron 
Works Company and itsemploy¢s were yes- 
terday temporarily adjusted. A committee 
appointed by the strikers met the company 
for final settlement of the affair. The com- 
mittee stated that it had carefully consid- 
ered the overtures recently extenned by the 
company, and as aresult of their delibera- 
tions, the strikers were convinced that they 
had acted hastily and injudiciously and had 
been too imperative in their demands, The 
company, after hearing this concession, pro- 
posed to the committee that the strikers re- 
sume work at former rates and time, until 
the San Francisco firms had established a 
precedent in such matters, and if they de- 
cided to grant ten hours’ pay for nine hours’ 
work, the company would do the same. 
The committee at once acceded to this, re- 
garding it as perfectly fair and liberal. It 
informed the strikers of the result 
of the conference with the com- 
but they at once raised a 

owl and would not listen to the arrange- 
ment. The committee returned to the com- 
pany, and offered the following proposition 
n behalf of the strikers: They would re- 

pon work at former prices and hours for 
thirty days, with the understanding that at 
the end of that time the company would 
grant ten hours’ pay for nine hours’ work, 
the action of the San Francisco firms cut- 
ting no figure in the matter. After some 
— o the company resolved to ac- 
cept t and the men will re- 
turn og wot this morning. Respecting 
the final settlement of the matter 
Mr. Kimball said: We regarded it as 
the most expeditious and _ satisfactory 
method of settling the matter. The 
settlement was of the nature of 
a compromise which was inevitable, as 
the men were very determined in the’ mat- 
ter, and would not yield a point.”’ 

It is understood that the present settle- 
ment of the matter is not final, but has been 
temporarily adopted by the company and 
will given fair trial, and if it is found 
to be satisfactory to all parties concerned it 
will be permanent. 

The company has since the inception of 
the strike acted fairly toward the strikers, 
and it seems that they are perhaps begin- 
ning to see that the strike may not have 
been the wisest course. 


THE U. S. GRAND JURY.

His Leg Broken in a Santa 
Monica Wreck. 


A Tally-Ho Coach, Loaded Witir Very 
Prominent People, 


Is Overturned, and Several Passun- 
gers are Badly Hurt. 


A Pistressing Accident, Which Horrified All Santa‘ 
Monica, and Will be Read of With 
Regret Throughout the 


The startling news reached this city early 
yesterday eyening that Brig.-Gen. Nelson 
A. Miles, Commander of the Department of 
Arizona, United States Army, had had his 
leg broken by a runaway accident at Santa 
Monica, and that several other persons well 
known here had been more or less seriously 
hurt. As soon as this information was re- 
ceived, Lieut.-Col. lf. IL Alexander, Surgeon 
and Medical Direetor on the Department 
staff, started at once in the ambulance for 
Santa Monica, accompanied by Dr. Joseph 
Kurtz. Dr. K. D. Wise was also telephoned 
for and went down. 
A Times reporter was on the ground, and 
the following telegram was received from 
him at 10 o’clock. 
SANTA Monica, Aug. 20.—[Special.| A 
shocking accident occurred here this after- 
noon whieh has thrown quiet Santa Monica 
into the greatest state of excitement. As 
Gen. Miles and his party of about fifteen 
persons were returning from Baker's reser- 
voir, near the foothills north of Santa 
Monica, in a talley-ho coach drawn by six 
spirited horses, the coach was upset and 
several of the party sustained injuries more 
or less serious. The party had been on an 
outing and was returning to town by the 
way of Second street. J.J. Mellus, of Los 
Angeles, was driving the six-in-hand. 
Reaching the Southern Pacific Railroad 
depot the party had to go around the depot 
building, passing where the road runs 
west of the depot im order to as 
cend the hill going towards the 
Hotel Areadia. At the point where 
the road goes around the depot building, 
there is a pretty steep grade; and in making 
the turn the leaders were frightened bya 
buggy that was suddenly stopped in front 
of them. They shied to one side, upsetting 
the coach. The overturning of the vehicle 
loosened the king-bolt from the front axle, 
and the horses started at full speed up the 
hill, dragging the front wheels and axle of 
the coach, while thecoach-load of people were 
being extricated from the wreck, and the 
sight of the accident was attracting a 
throng from all directions. The runaway 
horses collided with a carriage in which 
there were four ladies, just at the top of the 
hill, but these ladies all escaped a very close 
call. After this collision the six horses ran 
on in a southerly direction along the street- 
car track until they came to the street-car 
bridge, a quarter of a mile from the depot. 
Here, the bridge being narrow, the horses 
became entangled in their harness, and one 
of them fell against a bent piece of water- 
pipe, which ran through his body. The 
horses were all more or less injured. 
The persons who were in the coach were 
Brig.-Gen. Nelson A. Miles, Mrs. Miles, 
Lieut. W. F. Drumm and wife, Mrs. Gov. 
Stoneman, Miss Kate Stoneman, J. J. Mel- 
lus and Mrs. Mellus, Mrs. Daporta, Lieut.

A Word of Truth. 


There is too great a tendency in this 
age to run after new religious ideas 
and forms of worship :and to abandon 
the earlier teachings and principles of 
Christianity; to fall in with the new- 
fangled notions of revolutionary sects 
whose practices are not always in 
keeping with the fundamental teach- 
ings of religious truth. The so-called 
religion that would lead a woman, like 
Mrs. Reeder, of the Salvation Army, to 
neglect. her children and leave them 
utterly uncared for, is not of the sort 
that commends itself to the public 
mind, for it is not based upon that 
divinest of all precepts—‘Do unto 
others as ye would that they 
should do unto you.” The 
words of the apostle are no less 
true today than when they were first 
uttered almost nineteen hundred years 
ago, ‘‘He that provideth not for those 
of his own household is worse than an 
infidel.”’ 

What is that gospel worth toa com- 
munity which winks at such practices 
as lead to the utter neglect of family 
obligations, and makes the heart cal- 
lous to the needs of those whoare by 
nature made dependent upon it. Such 
a gospel would render a community 
morally bankrupt, and paralyze every 
effort for the general yood. 

If the Salvation Army was cognizant 
of this neglect, and still holds this 
woman in the bonds of religious fellow- 
ship, it does not speak well for the 
principles by which its members are 
actuated, or the conscience by which 
they are controlled. 

To one knowing the weakness of 
human nature, and its constant ten- 
dency to err, the claim which some of 
its members, if not the entire body, set 
up of perfect individual holiness, does 
not argue well for their knowledge of 
their own habits. Struggle as we may 
for the right, we are often compelled to 
say with Paul, the prince of apostles, 
“The good that I would doIdo not, 
and when I would do good evil is pres- 
ent with me.’’ The world may pretty 
safely determine that it will not trust 
those who claim for themselves perfect 
holiness. The sect is not new, although 
its methods of attracting public at- 
tention may be. In an_ ancient 
book there is a_ story of 
one of their sect, beginning some- 
thing like this: “Two men went up 
into the temple to pray, the one a 
Pharisee and the other a Publican.” 
Every student of that book is familiar 
-with the account given. It is a story 
which has been repeated through the 
ages, and will continue to be repeated 
while the Pharisee and the Publican 
continue to exist, no matter what name 
they may bear. There is a wide differ- 
ence between religious fanaticism and 
religious faith. The former is always 
at war against the latter. The first, 
the intelligent thinker deplores, the 
latter forever demands his trust and 
reverence. 


Wanted—A Chief of Police. 


The Council has to make a new chief 
of police a week hence. The import- 
ance of the office is conceded, the diffi- 
culty of finding just the man to fill it is 
also admitted. A peculiar and rather 
rare combination of qualities is required 
in the man who is to fill this office suc- 
cessfully. He must have first of all, 
intelligence, alertness, quick decision, 
self-control, nerve and capacity to com- 
mand men. He who would command 
others must first be able to hold him- 
self down. He should be a man with- 
out fear and without reproach, a 
gentleman, incorruptible and absolutely 
devoted to his duty. He should have 
self-abnegation, endurance, fortitude. 
He ought, if possible, to be a man of 
some experience in police or similar 
duties, with the detective quality well 
developed. There is work, hard work, 
fine work, for fhe head of the police 
department todo. The town is big and 
pitted with the criminal element. The 
vicious classes abound and are always 
at work. They need constant holding 
down. The police force, properly 


handled, are equal to the task. All 


law-abiding people will hope for suc- 
cess in the Council’s hunt for a‘good 
man to fill the place made vacant by 
the resignation of Chief of Police 
Skinner.

VITICULTURAL. 


California's Share in the Total Wine 
Production. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Chief Viticultural. Officer 
Wheeler has produced some statistics of the 
grape crop of the United States for this 
year. The figures embrace the grape crop 
of thirty-nine States and Territories. 
Placing the California yield at 16,000,000 
gallons, this State will have 62 per cent. of 
the average crop. Twenty-nine States re- 
port less than 92 per cent., while nine States 
and ‘Territories have over 92 per 
cent., and they are Massachusetts, Khode 
Island, Connecticut, Florida, Wisconsin, 
Dakota, New York, New Mexico and Utah. 
Massachusetts and New Mexico are the only 
ones which report a full crop. The yield of 
States that will influence the eastern market 
are: New York, 96 per cent.; Missouri, 86 
per cent., and Ohio 7% per cent. The yield 
of seven other States which deserve men- 
tion is: Lllinois, 79 cent.; Indiana, 80 

r cent. ; Kansas, 7 cent.; New Mex- 
co, 100 per cent.; Michigan, 90 per cent.;

How the Indians Were Plundered by 
Cowboys and Settlers. 


Gen. Terry Intimates That the Colo- 
rado Authorities Are to Blame. 


Reports from Two Sources Declare That the Utea 
Are Back on the Reservation, While Other 
Advices Say the Band is on the 

Warpath.

DENVER (Colo.), Aug 30.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The following was received 
today from Glenwood Springs, Colo., under 
date of Aug 29th: ? 

To Col. Chapman, Assistant Adjutant 
General, Denver: Phil Foote has just come 
in. He left Meeker at 7:30 this morning, 
and brings no dispatches, as a courier left 
half an hour ahead of him. A messenger 
from Rangely reached Meeker just before 
Foote left, who reports that the Indians 
were moving east from Rangely, where the 
troops are intrenched. He thinks that fight- 
ing has been renewed. Maj. Leslie had a 
parley yesterday. The Indians reported 
fifteen killed and six who will die in a lit- 
tle while. Theysaid: ‘“D—n cowboys and 
Foote; Utes will put on soldiers’ clothes.” 
Tney demanded the return of their horses. 
Maj. Leslie stated that the horses will be 
given up if Colorow and the two indicted 
Indians were surrendered. This they posi- 
tively rejected, and the pow-wow broke up. 

F 
mye there were about 100 Indians in the 
fight, but that during the night and the fol- 
lowing morning they received reinforce- 
ments, and the country was alive with them.

Gen. Terry also telegraphs from Chicago 
to the Adjutant General that he has received 
a dispatch from Commander Randlett dated 
at Fort Duchesne, saying: 

“Colorow and his followers are now at 
the Ouray agency and manifest a disposi- 
ticn to remain on the reservation. The 
militia and cowboys hold hundreds of horses 
and thousands of sheep and goats belonging 
to Colorow and Chipeta, Ouray’s widow. 
This stock was ing on land claimed by 
the Indians as belonging to their reserva- 
tion, and where they had been permitted by 
their agent to live for vears. Colorado set- 
tlers have claimed location there and have 
succeeded in driving the Indians in. Colo- 
row has not in this trouble been on the war- 
path, and has made his way to the reserva- 
tion, avoiding hostilities as far as possible.’’

George H. Bonebrake, a direc- 
tor of the California Central, and known 
as the most conspicuous Atchison man 
in Southern California, put in an ap- 
pearance on the scene yesterday with a 
number of associates, whose names 
could not be learned, as they were in 
hiding somewhere in the city or in Oak- 
land.

WONG CHIN FUO TELLS WHY 
THE CHINAMAN IS 


His Caustic Criticism of the Ways 
and Practices of Christians—*We 
Heathen Are a God-Fearing Race” 
. ~The Golden Rule. 


{Wong Chin Foo in North American Review.] 

In the first place, my faith does not 
teach me predestination, or that my 
life is what the gods hath long fore- 
ordained, but is what I make it myself, 
and, , naturally, much of this depends 
on the way I live 

Unlike Christianity, ‘our’ church is 
not eager for converts; but, like Free- 
masonry, we think our religious doc- 
trine strong enough to attract the seek- 
ers after light and truth to offer them- 
selves without urging, or proselyting 
efforts. It preéminently teaches me to 
mind my own business, to be contented 
with what I have, to possess a mind 
that is tranquil, and a body at ease at 
all times—in a word it says: ‘* Whatso- 
ever ye would not that others should 
do unto you do you not even so unto 
them.’ We believe that if we are not 
able to do anybody any good, we should 
do nothing at all to harm them. This 
is better than the restless Christjan 
doctrine of ceaseless action. Idleness 
is no wrong when actions fail to bring 
forth fruits of merit. It is these fruit- 
less trials of one thing after another 
that produce so much trouble and mis- 
ery in Christian society. . 

If my shoe factory employs 500 men 
and gives an annual profit of $10.000, 
why should I substitute machinery 
therein by the use of which I need only 
100 men, thus not only throwing 400 
contented, industheus men into misery, 
but making myself more miserable by 
heavier responsibilities, with possibly 

LESS PROFIT. 


We heathen believe in the happiness 
of a common humanity, while the 
Christian’s only practical belief 
to be money-making (golden calf wor- 
shipping), and there is more money to 
be made by being ‘in the swim” asa 
Christian than by being a heathen. 
Even a Christian preacher makes more 
money inone year than a heathen 
banker intwo. I donot blame them 
for their money-making, but for their 
way of making it. 

If we do anything charitable we do 
not advertise it like the Christians, nor 
do we suppress knowledge of merito- 
rious acts of others to humor our vanity 
or gratify our spleen. An instance of 
this was conspicuous during the Mem- 
phis yellow-fever epidemic a few years 
ago, and when the Chinese were viru- 
lently persecuted all over the United 
States. Chinese merchants in China 
donated $40,000 at that time to the re- 
lief of the plague-stricken Memphis, 
but the Christian swallowed the sweet 
morsel without even a ‘thank you.”’ 
But they did advertise it strongly, all 
over the world, when they paid $137,000 
to the Chinese Government as petty 
. compensation for the massacre of 
twenty-three Chinamen by civilized 
American Christians, and for robbing 
these and other poor heathen of their 
earthly possessions. 

China has a national history of at 
least 4000 years, and had a printed his- 
tory 3500 years before an European dis- 
covered the art of type-printing. In 


the course of national existence our. 
race has passed, like others, through: 


mythology, superstition, withcraft 
established . religion, to Philosophical 
religion. We have been “biest” with 
at least half a dozen religions more 
than any other nation. None of them 
were rationgl enough to beco:ne the 
abiding faith of an intelligent people; 
but when we began to reason we suc- 
ceeded in making society better and its 
government more protective, and our 
great reasoner, Confucius, reduced our 
various social and religious ideas into 
book form and so perpetuated them. 

China, with its teeming population of 
400,000,000, is demonstration enough of 
the satisfactory result of this religious 
evolution. Where elise can it be paral- 
leled? 

Call us heathen, if you will, the Chi- 
nese are 

STILL SUPERIOR | 
in social administration and social or- 
der. Among 400,000,000 of Chinese 
‘there are fewer murders and robberies 
in a year than there are in New York 
State. 

The difference between the heathen 
and the Christian is that the heathen 
does good for the sake of doing good. 
With the Christian, what little good he 
doés he does it for immediate honor 
and future reward; he lends to the 
Lord and wants compound interest. In 
‘fact, the Christian is the worthy heir 
of his religious ancestors. 


The heathen does much and says| 


little about it; the Christian does little 
ee but when he does he wants it in 
and on his tombstone. 

hen the English wanted the China- 
man’s guld and trade, they said they 
wanted “to open China for their mis- 
sionaries.’”” And opium was the chief, 
in fact, only, missionary they looked 
after when they forced the ports open. 
And this infamous Christian introduc- 
tion among Chinamen has done more 
injury, social and moral, in China than 
all the humanitarian agencies of Chris- 
tianity could remedy in 290 years. And 
gn you, Christians, and on your greed 
of gold, we lay the burden of crime re- 
sulting: of tens or millions of honest, 
useful men and women sent thereby to 
premature death, after a short, miser- 
able life, besides the physical and 
moral prostration it entails, even 
where it does not prematurely kill! 
And this great national curse was 
thrust on us at the point of Christian 
bayonets. And you wonder why we 
are heathen? 

We heathen are a God-fearing race. 
Aye, we believe the whole universe- 
creation—whatever exists and has 
existed—is of God and in God; that, 
figuratively, the thunder is His voice 
and the lightning His mighty hands; 
that everything we do and contemplate 
doing is seen and known by Him, that 
He has created this and other worlds to 
effect benificent, not merciless, de- 
signs, and that all that He has done is 
for the steady, progressive benefit of 
the creatures whom he endowed with 
life and sensibility, and to whom, asa 
consequence, He owes and_ gives 
paternal care, and will give paternal 
compensation and justice; yet His 
voice will threaten and His hand will 
chastise those who deliberately disobey 
His sacred laws and their duty to their | 
fellow-man. 

**Do unto others as you wish others 
would do unto you,” or ‘**Love your 
neighbor as yourself,” is the great 
Divine law which Christians and 
heathen alike hold, but which the 
Christians ignore. 

This is what keeps me the heathen I 
am! and I earnestly invite the Cbris- 
tians of America to come to Confucius.
